Peanuts also contribute 244 pe 
cent of carbohydrates, while steal 
and eg furnish none 

The total number of calories pre 
vided by each of these foodstuff 
reveals an amazing comparison 
Eggs supply 755 calories per pound 
steak 1230 calories per pound and 
peanuts 2490 calories per pound 

As to mineral content, peanuts 
are much richer in calcium and 
phosphorous than either steak ot 
eggs. Iron is .001 per cent higher | 


in steak and eggs than in the nut 
The vitamin content of peanuts is 


lower than that of eggs, but other- 
wise the vitamins are the same as 
those sur by the ordinary 
ources of protein
